every one be vaccinated and at once. 
There are no cases in 
the

schools so the necessity for closing 
these buildings I do not consider es- 
sential at present, but they will be 
thoroughly aired and cleaned before 
Monday next. 
Merely Precautionary. 
"These steps are merely precau- 
t'onary and with due care 'exercised 
by the citizens I do not fear a serious 
epidemic of the disease.

contagion should be avoided.

F&U3t admited, it is said, that he 
placed the -bomb in the theatre as a 
means of furthering a scheme to ex-- 
tort 8100,000 from James B. Forgan 
and 
Frank 
O. Wetmore, Chicago 
bankers. He had previously sent nu- 
merous letters demanding money to 
Forgan and Wetmore. 
Discovery of the bomb m the thea- 
tre was followed two days later by 
the arrest of Faust after he had sent 
Peter Weisberger to the First Na- 
tional bank to receive the money he 
had demanded. Weisberger was held 
by the police and a trap laid for Faust 
which resulted in his arrest 
After his arrest Faust told the po- 
lice it is said, that he was driven to 
desperation by fancied wrongs for 
Which he blamed the so-called cap- 
italist class." 
He declared his bomb was a Protest 
against extravagance, and he placea 
it in the theatre because that was the 
meeting place of people of wealth. 
The bomb proved to be harmless 
because of the unfamiliarity at Faust 
with the handling of explosives.-. A 
panic in the crowded

averted -by the coolness of M. Cam- 
panlni, director of the opera, and the 
heroism of a flreman who carried the 
smoking bomb from the bulding.

"Corisnrvation in the House," said 
that one of the big problems of the 
day was tb* conservation in young 
women of the qualities which best flt 
them to be useful citizens, regardless 
of whether they become home bakers, 
agriculturists, 
teachers, 
nurses or 
stenographers. She said the business 
of home making requires special train- 
ing and she called upon totners and 
mothers to see that their daughters 
receive such training. 
"A woman today cannot keep house 
instinctively any more than a man 
without training can succeed in his 
chosen profession," she asserted. 'The 
food that a woman buys, the clothes 
an* furnishings for her home, sources 
of amusement and public entertain- 
ments- all hare taken on new forms 
and fanciful names.
